hath occaſioned the ruine of theſe Children ; 
whereas more moderate Portions or Eſtates, 
might have matcht them with far more com- 
fort, yea, and plenty. And is there any wiſdom 
or forecaſt by. bringing many families to penu- 

ry, to ſtore up a little Mammon of unrighte- 

ouſneſs , and therewith ro undo your own 

ſouls, and your Children, when you are gone ? 

For heis wile that hath ſaid, Prov. 15. 27. He 

that is greedy of gain troubleth his own houſe, as 

well as all about him. 

2. But notwithſtanding the hard bargains 


you have, this isnot the proper way to mend 


them. God requires no more from any man, 
than he can comfortably do. If you had more 
Faith,you would need leſs roy/; and lively pray- 
ers would excuſe much of your languiſhing 
pains and travel : And therefore, as the Apoſtle 
orders, Phil.4.7. Let your moderation be known 
unto all men. I bar Idleneſs, but perſwade to. 
moderation : work with leſs inteninels for the 
meat that periſheth, than for the meat that pe- 
riſheth not : make not thy life a ſlavery, Eccleſ. 
2. 22. For what hath man of all his labour and 
the vexation of his heart, wherein he hath labour- 
ed under the Sun ? For all his dayes are ſorrow, 
and his travel grief, yea,and his heart taketh not

reſt in the night ; this is alſo vanity. A lively 
deſcription of 'this abuſe in queſtion , and the 
cenſure of wiſdom upon it, it is vanity. Yea, 


' this: brutiſh humour 1s fometimes found in 


thoſe, that have'nv need to do it, Eccleſ. 4. 8. 
There «x one alpne, and there ts not a ſecond, yea 
be hath neither Child nor Brother, yet there is no 
end of all his labour, neither ts his eye ſatisfied 
ith riches, neither ſaith he, for whom do 1 la- 
bour,, and bereave my ſoul of good; this is alſo 
vanity, yea, it ts 4 foretravel: Who are the 

reateſft drudges many times , but they that 
Fave enough ? perhaps no Child or near Re- 
lation to care for? Away then with this 
wretched and uncomfortable life ; uſe the 
world, as not abuſing it. Labour in it, as being 
above it, and ſerve it not with more fervency 
than Him that made it.

Ea Fourth Abuſe in Husbandry ts, 
4 Raſh Swearing. 1 cannotiay that he is 
alone, or chief in this Sin. It was more witt 
wicked heads, that invented the Oaths whic

Be- 
cauſe of ſwearing the 1.an4 mourneth, Theſe 
adorn their diſcourſe, theſe confirm their bar- 
grins, in theſe they pleale, in theſe they pride 
1emſelves : nay, lometimes in their cups, never 
Hare (as Excellent Mr. Harris obſerves) was 
worried worte, and pulled in pieces by the 
cruel Dogs, than 1s Gods own Son by cruel 
and bloody Swearers ; one crying ſides, ano- 
ther heart, another wounds, ſo tearing in pie- 
ces again the Lord that bought them, and put- 
ting him to an open ſhame : But the Lord 
that looks. on, will not hold you guiltleſs in 
this abuſe. Hath Chriſt faid, ſwear not fuch 
oaths at all ,, and you- his Servants ſpeak no 
other language ? Canſt thou forbear before 
man, any word that might hurt thee, as words 
of treaſon, &c. and dareſt thou venture to 


lwear before thy God, which is yo lets than 


treaſon againſt him ? The more eaſily you e- 
ſcape any puniſkment from man, the more 


ſharptyyvill this fin be avenged by God ; who 
hath fortified this Commandment in particu- , 


lar with this refolution, He-will not hold then 
ruiltlefs, that take his Name in vain. 
If you injure your Neighbours name , the 
| i Judge 
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Judge ſhall judge you ; but if you fin thus x 
gainſt the Name of God, who ſhall intreat for 
you? words yowl fay are but wind ; bur they 
are ſuch a wind as will, without repentance, 
blow you into hell. Perers words coſt him bit. 
ter tears: and Chriſt himlelf hath ſaid, thisſþo 
word thou Fool in anger, is worthy of hell fire; 
you ſay its but cuſtom, and you do it notin 
any il} intent, but this aggravates the fault, 
that you can neither. pretend profit nor plea-i 
{ure for your fin, but only uſe, and yet will uſe 
it : You will continue to diſpleaſe God, becauſe 
ou are ufed to ic: As if a common Robber 
ould plead before a Judge, not Guilty, be. 
cauſe he had no ill intenr,' only it was his cy- 
ſtom ; which indeed deſerves the ſeverer Con- 
demnation. Cuſtom cari never extenuate a 
faulr, but aggravate it. 
Perhaps you?l fay, without oaths you can- i 
not be believed : bur experience tells the con- i 
trary, that many a man that cannot ſwear, can 
obtain more belief, than he thar ſwears every 
word ; and reaſon tells ns, that he who dare 
be Prophane againſt God, can eaſily venture to 
be deceitful towards man. And where an Oath 
1s ſaid to be for an end of all ſtrife, it's not 
meant of that Oath, which is the Corruption 
of man, but that Oath which is the Ordinance 
of God. Any man will judge us of {mall credit, 
if not quite bankrupt, that will pawp our faith 
and Truth, our beſt Jewels, for every ſmall 
trifle. And it's better ro want credit with men,

And therefore his Ambition is to 
diſcharge the world, ere he go out of it ; aud 

becauſe that is uncertain, he {peedily takes or- 

der herein. It is a fad thing that many of great 

rank and place , can ſo quietly live and die in 

the debt of many a mean man , that is undone 

by them. The poor Husbandman wonders, 

how they can fleep and laugh ſo heartily, 

when if every one called for his own feathers, 

they would be leftas naked as ever they were 

born. 

The Romaz ſtory is obvious of that Empe- 0&.A4uguft. © * 
rour that ſent to buy the bed and pillow, ſuch E 
an one uſed to lie in, that died much in debt a 
little before,as thinking there was ſome ſtrange 
vertue therein, to make a man ſleep 1o ſoundly, 
that was fo much in debt. The Husbandman 
hath no ſuch bed : for forty ſhillings breaks his 
ſleep more, than four thouſand doth his Land- 
lords. His care and deſign therefore is to pay 
every man his own, Rom. 13.7, 8. Render to 
every man his due, &c, And this Scriprure _ 

| mauds 
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mands him readily to pay what's due to the 
Church , as if he paid it to God himſelf; his 
due tribute to the State, well knowing that 
Princes burthens muſt be taken up upon our 
knees ; his due Rent to his Landlord, aid that 
without repining at his abundance 3 and his 
due debt to, his friend, that the world may be 
clearly quit of him. 

And all this he doth by reaſon of the Lay 
of God, rather than the Law of Man ; and out 
of conſcience rather than compulſion ; remem- 
bring that word abovelaid , Owe no man ai 
thing, but love ane another. His debt of /oar {hal 
be paid, though his debt of /ove never can, 
Hereupon he looks on his Cattle with this 
thought, here is a Cow, but ſhe is none of 
mine, nay, my very meat is not perfectly mine 
own, fill my debs are paid. I will arite and 
ſtudy the firit opportunity to quit ſcores. I ſhal 
be in debt to God do what I can : but I will 
turn every ſtone to give to all men their due.\i 
And this is the Husbandmans fifth Deſign.

Be ſure then that you conſult and adviſe with 
lome judicious and pious Divines about the 
choice of your Books, that may direct you to 
iuch as are moſt fit for your condition, that 
you may not only buy. luch as are Good, but 
ſuch as are the Beſt, becaule your time and mo- 
ney is {o precious. Perhaps you'l lay, your 
Charge is great, and your Rent is great, and no 
money . will be {pared for theſe uies. A hard 
caſe, if you cannot ſpare two or three ſhillings 
ina whole year for God and your fouls, when 
divers that have as great a Charge and Rent 


well. 


as you, and yet can {pend more than that quan: }, 


tity in a' year, vainly anJ1 wickedly, arid yet 
make a ſhift to live inthe world. Alas,God tries 
you hereby, whether you-can deny your elves,

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{ by Gods bleſſing ) may do both you and your 
children. more good than thouſands of Gold 
and Silver ; yea, you may by a diſcreet lending 
of them to your kindred and neighbours, ſtar.

would recommend to pertons of ability, where- 
by they may be very inſtrumental in promo- 
ting'the Kingdom of Jeſus Chriſt in the world, 
_ to wit, by buying tome numbers of awakening 
and, practical buoks, and engaging thetr Kin- 
dred and poor Neighbours to read them over 
in {ucha time, and - return them ſome account 
thereof. And though I undertake not to de- 
termine what books are fitteſt for your ſeveral 
conditions, yet of thoſe that I have peruted, 
thete following may be moſt uteful for the ge- 
nerality of your families, which I intreat yon 
to buy, and read as toon as you can, In the 
firſt place, :let not your houte, nor any of your 
grown Children be without a Bzble. Though 
other books have much of Heaven in them, this 
book is all Heaven : and 1t 15 as unfit to be with:

or without your houthold-bread. Next, that 
you and yours may be grounded in the Princi- 
ples of our Excellent Religion, buy the Aſn 
blits two Caterhiſms , and Confeſſion of Faith, 
the Shorter for your. Ghildren and Servanrs to 
learn by heart ;\ the Ocher for you and them. to 
read. and conſider ; for your underſtanding in 
the -good knowledge of God, wherein allo 
Vir.

- moſt excellent and uſeful. Mr. Baxter 's Call ta 
\ the 
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buying and reading, for the awakening your 
ſouls and your Children to ſaving converſion. 
Mr.Shepherd's Sound Believer, Mr. Allen's Firſt 
art of the Vindication of Godlineſs, and Mr. Ded 
1m the Commandments, are choice Books to help 
ou in inſide practical holinels. The Prattice of 
Uty alſo, and the [Whole Duty of Man, have to 

any uſeful Inſtructions both abour Devotion 
ind Converſation, that I would recommend 
hem to you. Dr. Gouge of Domeſtical Duties 
ill be neceflary to teach your whole family 
heir Relative Duties. Mr. Pools Dialogue 
vill be very uleful to fettle you in the True 
Proteſtant Religion againſt the Papiſts : and if 
'ou can reach either Dzodates or the Dutch 
motations on the Bible, after all to help you to 
nderfand the hard Scriptures you daily meet 
rich ; though you may read, you need not buy 
nany more books for your. fouls.

by a tenure #2 Capite of God, through Jeſus 
Chriſt : now what Rent do you pay unto him ?

Keep up therefore your daily {acrifices unto 
God, both alone and with your family, and 
there alwayes offer an upright, humble and 
holy heart: praiſes and prayers from thence 
will be prevalent with the Lord : I ſay, both 
alone, and with your family, and eſpecially «© 
the Sabbath. _ About each of which, it will be 
neceſſary to enlarge a little. 

1. Some Renr you have to pay alone ;. for 
this the Scripture 1s as clear as can be, /::.6. 
6. When thou prayeſt, cater into thy Cloſet ; aid 
when thou haſt ſhut the door, pray to thy Father 
which is ia jecrt,, and thy Father which ſeeth in 
ſecret ſhatl reward thee openly. Aud to this agrees 
the practice of Jeſus Chriſt, and of the Saints in 
Scripture; witnels, Ger.3 2.24. Neh.1.4. Dan.

{eeing that each. of you have ſecrer-ſins, ſecret 
wants, and ftecret affairs with God, which re- 
quire private converſe between God and your 
Souls. 

1 do not reſolve, that this Duty is indiſpen- 
ſable twice a day, but I affert, that the neglect 
of it, when opportunity may be gotten, argues 
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ice. thereof is a great argument of ſincerity : 
And in ſhort, he that loves not, ules not ſecret 
prayer, yea and meditation, and felf-examina- 
tion, ſhall never be rewarded openly. Foot- 
ſteps alſo of the ute thereof, in the Mornings 
are,Pfal.5.3. And in the evening, P/al.141.2. 

2. An Houſhold Rent allo daily muſt be 
paid; I mean a facrifice in and with your Fa- 
mily ; for itis not. enough you pray for them, 
but you muſt pray with them : So Foſh.24.15. 
T and my houſe will ſerve the Lord. For the clear- 
ingin fome meaſure, and fetlins this family 
Worſhip, roo much neglected in the Husband- 
mans houte , let thete Propoſitions be laid 
won: x 


1. God isnot only to be worſhipped on the 
Lords day, but every day. This1s not only ty- 
pihed, but proved, Exod. 29.38. Two Lambs of 
the firſt year, day by day continually. Wherein, 
though the Offering was ceremonial, yet the 
time was moral, there being 2s much reaſon for 
the Chriſtians-offering every day , as for the 
Jews. And as works of neceſfity have room tn 
Gods day, to prayers and duties of neceſſity 
may command room in our dayes, eipecially 
leeing we have daily wants, fins, and mercies, 
and cannot reil whar a day may bring forth. 


2. God is not only to be worſhipped alone 
ina family, but joyzrly and rogether. For every 
Chriſtian family thould' be a little Chrrch, like 
that, Rom. 16.5. 


Now it's not enongh, that the 
members 


2. In your 
Families. 
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members of the Church worthip God alone, 
but,it ought to be done together. The ſame 
reaſon holds in a family ; namely, for mutual 
Edification, that the ſtronger may help the 
weaker, -and that all may worſhip without fail. 
It is allo much for the Honour of God, that 
many joyn in his ſeryice. And the very tenour 
of that pattern of prayer, Mar.6.11. runs plu- 
ral, Our Father, which art in Heaven. And 
proves beſide, that daily prayer ought to be 
uſed by divers together, Give ws this day our 
daily bread. 


3. The fitteſt time for family Worſhip is, 
Morning and Evening. This time of worſhiping 
in general, the light of Nature itſelf diCtates. 
The morning and evening being ſuch ſignal 
periods of time, as do in their own Nature in- 
\ timate to man religious daty then to be done. 
_ Prayer being the Key to unlock the Bleſſings of 
the Day, and to lock up the Dangers of the 
Night ; for alas we walk upon barrels of Gun- 
powder in the Day, our ſnares are fo many; 
and, we lie in the ſhadow of death at. Nizht, 
our/dangers are ſo great. | 

Allo at thole times, we have moſt opportu- 
nity for ſuch work, and therefore when the 
Lord orders Parents to teach their Children, 
Deur.6.6. he times it thus, When you lie down, 
and when you riſe up. And the Scripture allo 
makes it manifeit, Exod.29.39. Alto Num.28. 
4. -The one Lamb ſhalt thou offer in the Morn- 
ins, and the other Lamb at Evenins. Ang = 
the 
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the Tribes, At5s.26.7. are ſaidto ſerve God in- 
fantly night and day, that is evening and morn- 
ing. By which things ſoberly conſidered, to- 
gether with the practice of Gods people, as a 
Commentary thereupon , you may evidently 
ſee, that to worſhip God in your families 
morning and evening 1s the will of God ; it is 
your duty, nay, 1t 1s your priviledge. 

And now to return to the Husbandman : 
This being his _ no excuſe can clear him, 
no plea can excule him from paying this chief 
rent to the moſt High. His inability and igno- 
rance in prayer cannot help him; for one fin 
can be no excule for another. Beſides, there are 
Helps for the weak, till ttrength come. And 
aboye all, the Holy Ghoſt is a very preſent 
Help to all that ask him ; and a ſence of fin 
and danger will ſoon untie your tongues, and 
make you, if not eloquent, yet effectual in you 
prayers. 

Want of time, or abundance of buſineſs, can 
be no excuſe; for a man muſt have time to eat, 
and ſleepand pray, whatever bulinets ſtay. If 
any thing fall out, that will not let you ſtay to 
eat, in that caſe perhaps you may omit your 
prayer ; provided you pray as well as feed the 
heartier next time, and are truly forry for your 
diſappointment. And you muſt believe, or elle 
you have not a faith ro ſave you, that God can 
and will make you amends for all the rime 1s 
lpent abour your touls; fee Xar.22.25. and 
tremble for Your neglects.

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The backwardnels of your relations and fx 
milies will be no excuſe. For Abraham did,and 
every Child of Abraham muſt, command their 
Children and their Houſhold , and they ſhall keep 
the way of the Lord, Gen. 18.19. leſt God ob- 
{ſerving you can command ,, and keep them tg 
their work, but cannot command them to 
prayer, {ee throngh your hypocriſie, and pour 
out that dreadful curſe upon you,[ from which 
the Lord bleſs the poor Husbandmans houle ! } 
Fer. 10. 25. Pour out thy fury upon the Hea- 
then, and upon the families that call not on thy 
Name. Set immediately therefore on your du- 
ty, with ſorrow for your former neglects, and 
a ſetled reſolution for the time to come, and 
be aſſured that God will meet and bleſs you 
as he hath promited,, and what you take in 
hand fhall proſper. Our work onearth is done 
beſt, when our work in Heaven is done fir(t. The 
Philofopher could fay , he had rather neglect 
his means, than his mind, and his farm, than his 
foul. And remember good Fob, though his 
charge and buſineſs was far greater than 
yours, yet 7ob.1.5. was conſtant in his religious 
duties ; Thus did Fob continually. 


3. And then for the Sabbath. Remember 


it before it comes, to pant after it, and prepare 
for it. Diſmils your buſineſs a little fooner,the 
day before, and dilcharge the very thoughts 
thereof till the Sabath be paſt. Ler nor the
